Anc! Its Treatment By Diet

TOXEMIA, or poisoning, Ii a 
condition that may develop during 
the childbearing period. It ii a 
serious disturbance and has ac­ 
counted for the loss of many 
mothers. 
While the number of deaths 
from it has been reduced, it is still 
a very definite danger to life, and 
there should be no delay in treat­ 
ing it when it occurs. 
Even more important, according 
to Doctor Edward A. Schumann of 
Philadelphia, is the use of meas­ 
ures to keep toxemia from devel­ 
oping. It is his belief that toxemia 
is a disease of the nutrition and 
that it rarely develops when preg­ 
nant women are given the proper 
food, starting during the first few 
weeks of the childbearing time. 
Disturbances in the thyroid gland, 
pituitary gland and other parts of 
the body may be found after toxe­ 
mia has developed, but Doctor 
Schumann believes that all of 
these things are secondary to the 
disordered nutrition. 
The diet which Doctor Schu­ 
mann recommends for preventing 
toxemia is made up of fruit, bacon, 
whole-wheat 
bread 
or 
toasted 
bread, and a beverage for break­ 
fast; a small amount of meat. a 
green vegetable, a slice of bread 
and butter arid one-half glassful 
of water at lunchtime; and soup, 
meat, two vegetables, a small 
amount of bread and a simple des­ 
sert. such as unsweetened custard, 
in the evening. 
Fluids are not used at mealtime 
except in small quantities. A glass 
of water is drunk upon arising 
and three hours after each meal. 


A hot bath is taken every second 
night, followed by vigorous rub­ 
bing of the skin with the hands. A 
walk in the open air is taken twice 
a day. 
Toxemia first shows itself by a 
rise in the blood pressure. Then 
there may be swelling of the face 
and the legs. There is a too rapid 
gain in weight and albumin Is 
found in the urine. A feeling of 
sickness may be present. 
Should these symptoms develop, 
prompt treatment 
is 
required. 
First of til, there should be a re­ 
duction in the total amount cf food 
eaten. Starches and sugars are 
eliminated, while an abundance of 
protein foods such as milk, meat, 
eggs and cheese, are employed. The 
amount of liquid is limited. The 
patient is put to bed at rest. 
With this treatm ent Doctor 
Schumann has found that the toxe­ 
mia often subsides within six to 
ten days. Then the patient may 
resume her usual activities. If the 
toxemia recurs, the same sort of 
treatm ent is repeated. 
In some cases, the toxemia may 
persist and grow worse. There is 
more swelling of the tissues, a les­ 
sening in the mount of urine ex­ 
creted. and headache, as well as 
pain in the abdomen, develops. 
Then, more vigorous treatm ent is 
required. 
It is suggested that, in these 
cases, the diet be made up of skim 
milk with an occasional bowl of 
puree of tome vegetable, such as 
spinach or asparagus. Injections 
of glucose solution into a vein are 
helpful. Nerve-quieting drugs may 
be employed. Early birth of the 
baby may be necessitated in some 
cases.

Perhaps as in the case of Lin­ 
coln, his simple beauty of soul and 
purpose will overbalance his mis­ 
takes, and thus Judge him g reat­ 
er than wre know. Ot, as in the 
case of W ashington, his indestruc­ 
tible devotion to a cause in the face 
of continuing disasters, m ay m ake 
him the superior of men he will 
meet in history.
